day. Concurrent with an order by 
the United States Mine Workers of 
America, suspending the strike, Ala-

executive order signed at 12:55 p. m. 

By agreement between the coal 
operators and the union, the entire 
question of settlement has been 
placed in the hands of Governor Kil- 
by who has accepted the office of 
mediator. The governor's decisions 
and orders will be final. 

Te Withdraw Troops. 

At the direction of the governor 
the adjutant general immediately 
issued an order to General R. E. 
Steiner to assemble the eleven com- 
panies of troops on duty in the sev- 
en counties at Birmingham imme- 
diately, from which point they will 
proceed to their home stations for 
discharge. 

The governor later in the day is- 
sued a statement in which he said 
that the methods by which he will 
arrive at a bdsis of settlement will 
be speedily announced. It was 
stated that he will likely name a 
commission composed ef three men 
to ald him in the: work. 

The governor said it will take a 
few days for him to familiarize him- 
self more fully with the situation, 
but he assured al] persons at inter- 
est that “a prompt and just settle- 
ment” might be expected.

Sweeping activity among both 
white and negro citizens marked 
the progress of Atlanta’s big bond 
issue drive Tuesday. 

Three meetings for white voters 
were neld. One of these was a big 
rally last night at the Capitol Ave- 
nue Baptist church, an enthusiastic 
gathering at which it was found 
that approximately 80 per cent of 
the large number present . have 
registered since January 1, and the 
remainder promised to do so before 
March 8. The second was a meet- 
ing of the eighth ward branch of 
the League for Women Voters, at 
which bonds were unanimously in- 
dorsed, and the third was a spirited 
session of the Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation of the East Atlanta’ 
School, at which Haynes McFadden 
was the principal speaker. 

The negroes, at one of the big- 
gest colored mass meetings seen in 
Atlanta in many a day, approred 


the bond issue Tuesday night with- 


out a dissenting vote. The rally 
was held at Big Bethel church. 


Capitol Avenue Meeting. 

Mayor Key, -Mrs.- Samuel Lump- 
kin, W. W. Gaines, Robert E. Har- 
vey and E. Carroll . Strollenwerk, 
who has had: years of experience in 
handling municipal bonds, were the 
speakers at the Capitol avenue 
meeting. Mrs. J. T.- Wilkins, presi- 
dent of the Parent-Teacher associa~ 
tion of this community, presided. 

Talks of the visiting speakers 
were brief, but pointed with the 
telling facts and arguments that so 
forcefully and vividly portray the 
reasons why bonds will be the bul- 
wark against retrogression and the 
basis of progress for years to come. 

By a show of hands, the meeting 
went tunanimously on. fecord in 
favor of the issue. Robert. E. Har- 
vey then took a-poll of those who 
have registered since the first of

IN GERMAN BONDS 
URGED BY WILSON 


President Recommends 
Acceptance of Bonds for 
Debt Contracted Before 
Armistice Signing. 


TOTALS $171,780,000, 
BESIDES INTEREST 


Agreement to Recom- 
mend Move Made by 
President With British 
and French Premiers. 


Washington, February 22.—Enact- 
ment of legislation authorizing tne 
treasury department to accept Ger- 
man *bonds in full payment of Bel- 
gzium’s debt to the United States 
contracted before the signing of the 
armistice, was recommended to con- 
gress today .by President Wilson. 
The total of this debt was placéd at 
$171,780,000, with interest from 
April 15, 1919. Including sums ad- 
vanced since the armistice, however, 
Belgium owes the United States ap- 
proximately $343,445,000. wy, 

In submitting his resolution, the 
president transmitted a copy of an 
agreement entered into with Bel- 
gium by the British and French pre- 
miers and himself to recommend to 
their respective governments that 
special German bonds to be detiv- 
ered tothe reparations commission 
be accepted in the amount corre- 
sponding to the sums which Belgium 
Lad rrowed. from the United 
States, Great Britain and France 
prior to the armistice, 
~« ddreased te Hymans. ~ 

This agreémént was. drawh and 
signed at Paris on June 16, 1319, 
and was addressed t¢ M. Hymans. 
Belgian minister for foreign affairs. 
The president said that for “various 
reasons” the agreement was not em- 
bodied in the treaty of peace. 

The teparations commission, con- 
gress was informed, has not as yet 
finally determined the details of the 
issuance of the nécessary “bonds by 
the German government, but. the 
president said that “in view. of the 
approaching termination of my ad- 
ministration I have brought this 
matter to your attention, hoping 
that saitable action may be taken at 
the appropriate time.” 

The copy of the agreement be- 
tween the Belgian government and 
the president and the French and 


British premiers ‘as transmitted to 
congress. follows: 
Copy of Agreement. 
“M. Hymans, ‘Ministre. des, 

Affaires Etranageres, Hotel 
Lotti, Paris.—Sir: The repara- 
tion Glauses of the draft treaty 
of peace with Germany obli- 
ate Germany to make. reim- 
ursement of all sums” which \ 
Belgium has borr-wed from the 
allied and associated govern- 
ments up to November 11, 1918, 
on account of the violation by 
Germany of the treaty of 1839. \ 
As evidence of such an obliga- 
tion, Germany is to make a spe- 
cial issue of such bonds to be 
delivered to the reparation com- 
mission.

TO OFFSET DECISION 
OF SUPREME COURT 


Action of Leaders Seen as 
First Move iin Fight 
Against Proponents of 
“Open Shop” Principles. 


Washington, February 22.—Ap- 
proval was given today by interna- 
tional labor union heads and their 
attorneys to a tentative draft of a 
bill to legalize the right of labor 
unions to organize all fields of in- 
dustry despite individual contracts 
between emplhoyers and employes 
prohibiting union membership. 

The bill, which is designed to off- 
set the effect of the United States 
supreme~ court decision in the 
,Hitchman Coal and Coke company 
case upholding the validity of these 
individual contracts, will be sub- 
mitted at once to the, executive 
council of the American Federation 
of Labor for final approval. 

The union heads also instructed 
their counsel to ascertain if it 
would be possible to ask ‘for a re- 
hearing of the case of the Duplex 
Printing Press company against the 
International Association of Ma-| 
| chinistae which the United States| 
supreme rt handed down a dec!- 
Sion declaring secondary boycott 
by labor unions illegal. The at- 
torneys were directed to proceed 
with their application unless the 
time limit allowed by the court had 
expired. The Hitchman decision, 
which also made labor unions lia- 
ble to monetary damages, if any 
employe joiged a union organiza- 
tion in violation of his contract 
which stipulated that he would not 
join any labor organization, was 
handed down’ by the supreme court 
in 1918. 

Unions Joining Fight. 

International unions which have 
joined in the fight to have the in- 
dividual contracts declared illegal 
and make unionization of such 
workers possible are the United 
Mine Workers of America, the 
Moulders’ union, Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers: International Association 
of Machinists and the Street Rail- 
way Workers. Their heads were 
called in conference here by Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, and today’s 
action is believed to be one of the 
opening wedges in the proposed 
program of the federation to coun- 
ter anti- union legislation andathe 
“open shop.” 

‘ John L. Lewis, president of the 
mine workers, in addressing the 
conference, declared that the Hitch- 
man decision had been a “great 
menace to organized labor’ and a 
great handicap to the mine work 
ers’ organization in unionizing the 
West Virginia coal fields. 

“Upon these so-called ‘yellow 
dog contracts legalized by the 
Hitchman decision,” Mr. Lewis said, 
“the .operators had gone into the 
courts and  obtaine injunctions

MOVE WAS SUGGESTED

State Department ‘Action 
‘Taken at This Time Be- 
cause of Mandate Probe: 
lems Before League. ~ 


Washington, February 22.—Equal 
opportunities for the citizens of all 
of the allied and associated powers, 
whether members of the league of 
nations or not, in former enemy 
territories to be administered by 
the allied governments under mat-« 
dates, is insisted upon in a note 
dispatched by the state department 
to the council! of the league, now in 
session at Paris, 

The note went forward last night 
to Ambassador Wallace, who is to 
present it to the council tomorrow, 
Its text was withheld, but state 
department efficers described it td« 
day as*being virtually identical 
with. the one on the same subject 
sent to the British government last 
November by Secretary Colby. 

That note was couched in ex- 
ceedingly firm language. In it Mfr. 
Colby took issue with the British 
position that mandate agreements 
and treaties were to be considered 
only by states members of the 
league, and declared that the United 
States, as a contributor to the com- 
mon victor’ in the world war, could 
not consider “any of the associated 
powers, the smallest not less than 
itself, debarred . . from pare 
ticipation in the rights and priv- 
fleges secured ufidér the mandates 
provided in the treaties of peace.” 


Suggested by Power. 


Initiation of this, the first action 
to be taken by the United States 
to the counell of the league, was at 
the suggestion of one of the allied 
powers, understood to have been 
Great Britain. The British foreign 
office never has replied to Mr. Cole¢ 
by’s note in which he asked that 
the United States be permitted te 
examine the draft mandates before 
their submission to the league 
council for?’ approval. Meantime, 
however, Great Britain has sent the 
draft mandates for Mesopotamia 
and Palestine te the council, and it 
is understood that it was for this 
reason that it suggested that the 
United States present its views to 
the council. 

Action by the council on the mane’ 
dates at the present session had 
been expected, and it was explained 
that it was on this account that the 
present administration decided -to 
present its arguments direct to the 
council, despite the fact that only 
a little more than two weeks re- 
main before the new administration 
will come into power.

NOTE CREATES 
GREAT SURPRISE. 

Paris, February 22.—Ambassador 
Wallace’s notification to the coun- 
cll of the league of nations today 


that the state department at Wash- 
ington desired to present the views 
of the United States before action 
was taken On mahdates created 
great surprise in league circles. The 
gradual withdrawal of American re- 
presentatives 8rom the council's 
commission connected with. peace 
activities had tended to confirm the 
opinion that the outgoing adminis- 
tration would leave all such initia- 
tive to the new government. 

\ The text of Setretary Colby’s note 
will not be generally known until 
tomorrow, but his unexpected inter- 
vention is learned in French cir- 
cles, and among others also, with 
evident satisfaction, as showing 
that the new world still maint&ain 
contact and is still interested in the 
old world’s problems. 

Notification of the imminent ar- 
rival of the note came when “man- 
dates” was the first question on 
the agenda of the council, which 
speng nearly the entire day in dis- 
cussing the reply to the American 
ambassador’s jetter and reaps, ip 
views upon those mandates ich 
the American observations are not 
likely to touch, 

‘Expresses Interest. 

The council’s reply to Ambassador 
Wallace, signe y Dr. Da Cunha, 
president of the council, expresses 
the lively interest with which the 
council learned of the communica+ 
tion from the state department, and 
its early delivery, and says that in 
deference to his request the council 
will postpone all final decisions rel- 
ative to the form of mandates now 
under discussion until receipt of the 
communication. 

The note points out that the man- 
ancy On the agenda are all of the 
type “A,” Asia Minor, “B,’’ Central 
Africa. It recalis that mandates of 
type “C” the Pacific islands and 
German West Africa, were decided 
upon two months ago and publish- 
ed. The mandates are as follows: 


Types of Mandate. 


Type “A’—Great Britain manda- 
tory over Mesopotamia and Pales- 
tine; France, over Syria and Leb- 
anon. 

Type “B”’—Belgium mandatory 
over + tb East Africa; France 
and Great Brifain over Togoland 
and Kamerun; Great Britain over 
Crerman Southeast Africa. 

Type “C’—Japan mandatory over 
North Pacific islands, including Yap; 
Australia over New. Guinea; New 
Zealand over Samoa; Great Britain 
over Nauru; Union of South Africa 
over German Southwest Africa. 

The council decided that the man- 
date commission shall be composed 
of the four mandator powers— 
Gréat or 7 : oleae a to and 
Japan—with t members 
chosen from among ther | members 
of Italy, Portugal, Holland, Sweden 
and perhaps the United States. The 
question of an American frepresen- 
tative is still under discussion, there 
being differences of opinion as to 
the propriety of selecting an Amer- 
ican under the present § circum- 
stances. Ordinarily, it is declared, 
there would have been no objection.

Washington, February 22.—Net 
railroad earnings totaled $17,037,- 
000 during December, which was at 
an annual rate of 1.17 per cent on 
property values, according to a 
Statement issued today by the As- 
sociation ‘of Railway Executives, 
based on reports of the principal 
roads of the country to the inter- 
state commerce commission. Earn- 
ings during the month, the state- 
ment said, were $69,821,000 less 
than the 6 per cent expected under 
the rate advance of last August. 
Total operating revenues for the 
month were placed at $550,608,000, 
while the total operating expenses 
amounted to $498,265,000. 
In the eastern digtrict the car- 
riers had a net operating income of 
$1,943,000 curing ecember, as com- 
pared with $1,756,000 in the same 
month a year previous. 
Southern district carriers’ income 
was $7,676,000 during the month, 
which is an‘increase of about 32 
per cent over the same month a 
year ago. The net operating in-

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“Rigoletto” in Concert Form 


A musical event of first rank, 
from the standpoint of educational 
value as well as entertainment, was 
the performance of “Rigoletto” in 
concert form yesterday morning by 
the Howard orchestra, Enrico Leide, 
conductor, with assisting artists at 
the Howard theatre, the event spon- 
sored by the Atlanta Woman’s club. 

“Rigoletto” was the opera chosen 
to inaugurate a series of seven 
morning concerts, which will take 
up in turn the seven operas to form 
the programm of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company in Atlanta in April. 
The series is intended to be a pre- 
paratory course for full apprecia- 
tion and enjoyment of the opera 
season, 

The first performance yesterday 
accomplished this purpose and more, 
for it proved to be a concert of in- 
trinsic interest and beauty, aside 
from the preparatory phase. 

In the first place, nrico Leide 
gave a brief synopsis of the orches- 
tra score, illustrated by the orches- 
tra, which, brief as it was, and aim- 
ed primarily to fill the needs of the 
music lover who is not a musician, 
and cannot work out for himself 
the construction of the music, was 
the expression of the scholar, who 
can expose the important things 
to be known about the score, strip- 
ped of the unessential information, 
that merely confuses the lay mind. 


Leading Theme. 


Explaining that Rigoletto was 
composed by Verdi before he had 
been sold to the leit motif idea of 
Wagner, which he afterwards did 
adopt in modéfied form, Mr. Leide 
potnted out the one theme, on ac- 
count of the frequency of its repe- 
tition, its descriptive character and 
the timeliness with which it is used 
magnt be called a leit motif, and 
which the Mr, Leide called the “Ven- 
geance” theme. 

He described the ten leading 
themes of the entire opera, having 
that part of the orchestra which 
announces each in the score play a 
bar or two of it, in order that it 
might be recognized in the regular 
course of the playing of the score 
and then conducted a performance 
of the most important and most 
beautiful parts of the opera with a 
brilliance, a ferver which translat- 
ed most successfully not only the 
letter of the music, but the spirit 
of it, with its insistent melody, its 
rhythmic charm .even in the midst 
of the foreboding, the tragedy which 
marks the whole opera. 

Interpolated in the orchestra pro- 
gram was the singing of the prin- 
cipal airs of the opera, and the 
whole had been so well planned by

the conductor that there was a 
sequence, an uninterrupted flow of 
the events of the opera that gave 
an effect of completeness, of finish, 
most satisfying. 

To musicians special! interest at- 
tached to the orchestration of much 
of the music, which had to be done 
by Mr. Leide. The publishers sell 
the complete orchestra scores in 
opera form only to the opera com- 
panies which are their regular 
clients. The orchestra can use the 
concert scores which are more 
easily aVailable, but for the solos, 
Mr. Leide was obliged to provide the 
orchestration himself, and _ these 
were played therefore from manu- 
script. 

As proud as Atlanta may feel of 
the orchestra and of its conductor, 
whose value to Atlanta is not only 
in his broad musicianship, but in 
his willingness to devote this music- 
ianship, this art to Atlanta’s advan- 
ment in music, independent of his 
own place in it, there was emphatic 
cause for pride also in the Atlanta 
artists who took part. 

Singing Beautiful. 


Mrs. W. C. Jernigan opened the 
program with a reading of the 
librette, which was no perfunctory 
or elocutionary thing, but a real 
interpretation of the drama. She 
presented enough of the salient 
scenes to carry the story, and her 
annotations were illuminating, and 
all the more impressive in their 
brevity.

FOR BUNGO PROBE 


Special Session Will Be 
Held Today to Consider 
True Bill Against Mark 
Tillery. 


As an important preliminary to 
one of the most comprehensive in- | 
vestigations ever conducted by a 
federal grand jury, which will be 
made next month to lay bare the 


misuse of the mails by the swin- 
dling system which operated in At- 
lanta for many months, an extraor- 
dinary session will convene at 10 
o'clock this morning for the purpose 
of considering the case of Mark 
Tillery,’ alleged former leader of the 
gang here, who was arrested in El 
Paso last week. 

Although United States District 
Attorney Hooper Alexander had not 
anticipated presenting any indict- 
ments against principals in the bun- 
co system to the present grand jury, 
in view of the fact that a new jury 
is to be drawn in March, the ur- 
gency of Tillery’s case necessitated 
speedy action by the government, 
and a summons for the special ses- 
sion was issued Saturday. 

Two reasons constitute 
gency in Tillery’s case. 
statute of limitations. Under trat 
statute, if Tillery is not indicted 
before March 9, the government wili 
be without power to convict him for 
his alleged participation in the ex- 
tensive schemes to defraud. The 
law requires that an indictment be 
returned within a certain period 
after the crime is alleged to have 
been committed. . 

The other reason for the present 
urgency in Tillery’s case is his ap- 
parent determination to win his 
freedom in Texas on technical 
points. He is being held there.in 
default of $25,000 bond. He has al- 
ready made one attempt to secure 
his freedom on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, on the_grounds that his bail is 
excessive, Dut his application was 
denied. by Federal Judge Smith, of 
Fl Paso. If a true bill is returned 
against him today, he will be 
brought here for trial at an early 
date, 

Five witnesses have been  sub- 
poenaed to testify against Tillery. 
The session is expected to conclude 
ite consideration and reach a de- 
cision within about three hours. 
The government’s probe into the 
bunco band’s schemes has been in 
progress for seVeral weeks. Some 
of the government’s most able post- 
office inspectors have worked dili- 
gently day and night in co-opera- 
tion with the offices of the district 
attorney and Solicitor Boykin in 
gathering evidence. 

Tillery has threatened to “squeal” 
on members of the gang if he is 
brought back to Atlanta, it is stat- 
ed, and this is one of the reasons 
why the officers are so anxious to 
hold him, as they believe he will 
furnish valuable evidence.

NOT UNCLEAN, BUT UNCARED 
FOR. 

One of the few tangible results 
of the unwisely directed public edu- 
cational campaign against the al- 
leged “great white plague,” which 
is In truth no plague at all, is an 
unreasoning, cruel, indefensible 
fear of the consumptive on the part 
of the public, and,growing out of 
that fear, a ruthless isolation which 
amounts to persecution of the vic- 
tim of tuberculosis who happens to 
lack wealth. 

It Is an anxiom of the medical 
world that the safest place one can 
live, as regards freedom from the 
risk of contracting tuberculosis, is 
in the tuberculosis sanitorium or 
hospital, There ordinary cleanli- 
ness and care are the only precau- 
tions taken; yet these precautions 
serve to keep the rate of tubercu- 
losis morbidity to sickness lower 
among physicians, nurses and other 
attendants in tuberculosis sanitori- 
ums and hospitals than it is among 
the people at large. 

That being true, it follows that 
there is no danger involved in or- 
dinary association with a well cared 
for or Intelligent, cleanly tubercu- 
lous individual. 

What shall we say, then, of peo- 
Ple who raise a hue and cry against 
the establishment of such a sani- 
torium or hospital in their neigh- 
borhood? And of real estate in- 
vestors who object to the building 
of such institutions near property 
in which they have an interest? 
The history of such developments 
has always been the same: the 
value of real estate in the vicinity 


of the sanitorium or hospital takes 
a jump and remains higher than 


ever before; the general health of 
the people of the vicinity invari- 
ably improves, for they, too, learn 
something of the laws of hygiene 
through mere proximity to the 
tuberculosis sanitorium. 

It is a regrettable fact that here 
and there tuberculous individuals 
are encountered who refuse to be 
taught the rudiments of simple 


cleanliness, defy the laws of hy- 
giene, and deny even the com- 
municability of tuberculosis. Such 
Persons are worse than wild ani- 
mals at large in the community; 
they deserve no pity; they should 
be imprisoned where they can en- 
danger nobody. 

It is curious how obstinately the 
ignorant cling to their bad habits 
and unwholesome beliefs. Visiting 
an inti-tuberculosis exhibit where 
placards and pictures were present- 
ed in profusion, I overh a man

T0 JURORS TODAY 


Character of Witnesses, 
Testifying Against De- 
fendants Are Attacked in 
Arguments. 


Arguing that the only witnesses 
put up by the state against Lon 
Terry and O. M. Howell, city detec- 
tives, and Griff Freeman, all charg- 
ed with having liquor in their pos- 
session, are men who are confessed 
law-breakers, Sam Hewlett and Car- 
roll Latimer opened the argument 
for the defense late Tuesday aftrr- 
noon. The case was continued until 
Wednesday morning at 9 o'clock. 

Following the close of testimony, 
Judge John D. Humphries, of Crimi- 
nal division of the superior court, 
before wnom the case is being tried, 
allowed each side an hour for argu- 
ment. Solicitor John <A. Boykin 
waived the opening, but the defense 
insisted that he open and outline 
his case, so Mr. Boykin stated tnat 
Tom Goodwin would open for the 
state. Mr. Goodwin spoke ten min- 


utes, and outlined the contention of 
the state that Griff Freeman, O. M. 
Elowell and Lon Terry had taken 
whisky belonging to Clarence Hart 
and had only turned in four cases 
at the police station, keeping the re- 
mainder of the 87 quarts. 

The two attorneys for the defense 
Who spoke Tuesday stated that no 
evidence in this particular case had 
been brought out by the state to 
show that the defendants are not 
honorable citizens who were merely 
performing their official duties 
when they took the liquor and that 
they turned it all in at the police 
Station. On the other hand, it was 
stated, the jury had only the word 
of men who admitted that they had 
been convicted of several crimes to 
sustain the contention of the state 
that more liquor was taken than 
was turned in by them.

First President Would Have 
Told Truth About At- 
lanta, He Says.

If George Washirfgton, most re- 
vered of Americans, had been in 
Atlanta Tuesday to celebrate what 
would have been his 189th birthday, 
he would have been interviewed. 
There’s no question about that. The 
modesty of the great man would 
have stood him in no stead: he 
would have had to talk, or at feast 
issue a signed statement. 

Being skeptical of oulja boards 
and afraid of physical violence, even 
in the presence of members of oc- 
cult clans who believe that there’s 
& seance bureau in paradise to 
answer their comatose questions 
by ether, it is necessary to revert 
to conjecture entirely to procure 
communication with the paternal 
sire of his country at this forward 
date. But had he been here and 
had he preserved the respect for 
veracity he employed in his early 
tree chopping activities, Mr. Wash- 
ington would have given vent to a 
Quantity of salient truths. 

What He Would Have Said. 

“You have a nice city here,” he 
would have begun, just as all or- 
thodox dignitaries begin, “but my 
reputation for truth, handed down by 


several generations of press agents, 
forces me to state that your streets 
are in bad condition and that there 
are certain little problems of traffic 
and congestion that must be solved. 
If you'll pardon my saying so, I had 
almost as much trouble getting past 
your famous Five Points today as 
we had in crossing the Delaware 
when it was clogged with ice. 
You've seen the syndicated pictures 
of that trip, I suppose. 

- -“But from what I have seen in 
the papers; and from the little talk 
I end with Frank Inman this morn- 
ing; I thoroughly believe that your 
bond issue of $8,850,000 will make 
an ideal city for you. There nev- 
er was a better spirit In evidence 
anywhere, not even when I was 
organizing my armies back in the 
good old days, and despite the fact 
that -I’m a Virginian, I have an 
actual interest in the passage of 
bonds in Atlanta. The proposition 
looks sound to me.” 

The interviewer, at this point, as 
interviewers invariably do, would 
have asked the estimable Mr. Wash- 
ington what he thought of Atlanta’s 
climate, 

“Fame Justly Won.” 

“The delicious weather you are 
giving me proves conclusively that 
Atlanta’s fame for hospitality is 
justly won. The weather today is 
just as I lke it. Atlanta must 
have remembered, when my ama- 
nuensis wired that I would arrive 
today, the intense hatred for cold 
weather I contracted after the Val- 
ley Forge experience, of which you 
have probably heard. I remember 
one night, during that campaign, 
when I lost the heavy quilt Martha 
made for m@e—Martha’s my. wife— 
and—” 

Here the first president would 
have launched tnto some words of 
reminiscence about the war, but 
we've read all that in history books 
and memoirs less truthful than Gen- 
eral George’s reputation. 

Knowing the man’s fondness for 
outdoor ‘sports, having heard of 
the salary whip the young Wash- 
ington used to wield on the Wirginia 
sand-lots when he could toss a sil- 
ver dollar across the Potomac, or 
some such place, the reporter would 
have asked if the originator of 
presidents would be glad when the 
baseball season opened and would 
have received the succinct reply: 

“T hope to tell you.” 

“T am sorry that I will not be 
able to remain longer in Atlanta, 
he would have concluded his inter- 
view, “but there is an unfinished 
portrait of me waiting to have coat 
lapels and vest put on it and I must 
get back and have it done.”

BUGG IS WAITING 


ON OFFICIAL COPY 


A., B. & A. Head Wants 
to Study Ruling Before 
Announcing What Ac- 
tion Road Will Take. 


Having received official notice 
that the United States Railroad 
Labor board had refused to assume 
jurisdiction in the wage dispute 
between the Atlantic, Birmingham 
and Atlanta railroad employees and 
the officials of the company, but 
still being without an official copy 
of the ruling handed down Monday 
afternoon, President B, L. Bugg, of 
the above road, declined to make 
any official statement Tuesday re- 
garding the intention of the road 
with reference to putting into ef- 
fect the notice of a cut, which he 
declares, has never been withdrawn. 

He is quoted, however, as follows 
regarding the wage issue, and the 
ruling of the board: “The decision 
of the railway labor board handed 
down Monday follows approximate- 
ly the trend of thought of mem- 
bers of that board as indicated by 
questions asked at the hearing in 
Chicago last week. For this: rea- 
son it Was: not a surprise to me.” 

Colonel Bugg then went some- 
what into detail explaining that 
the company took the position that 
the main question was the reduc- 
tion of wages, which had been dis- 
cussed with the employes in five 
different conferences. He said that 
the question of justness and rea- 
sonableness of wages, with all col- 
lateral issues-.had also been dis- 
cussed. 


Revelant Circumstances, 


“It appears now,” said Colonel 
Bugg, “that the board desires that 
the justness and reasonableness of 
wages shall be discussed with the 
employees along the lines ofthe rel- 
evant circumstances named in the 
transportation act of 1920, which 
reads as follows: ‘In determining 
the justness of wages and salaries 
or working conditions the board 
shall, so far as applicable, take into 
consideration, among other relevant 
circumstances; 

“"The scale of wages paid for 
similar Kinds of work in other in- 
dustries, 

“*"The relation between 
and the cost‘of living. 

“‘The hazards of employment. 

“‘The training and skill required. 

“"The degree of responsibility. 

“*The character and regularity of 
the employment; and 

“‘I Inequalities of increases’ in 
wages orof treatment, as the result 
of previous wage orders or adjust- 
ments,’ 

“In the meantime,” continued 
Colonel Bugg, “the railroad com- 
‘pany is continuing to fail to.earn 
the money with which to pay the 
wages and for neeessary materials 
and supplies, not including any in- 
terest, to the extent of : nearly 
$8,000 a day, or a loss of approxi- 
mately $100,000 a month to_ the 
company.” ~<oifh ad 

Given Official Notice, 


Tuesday morning Colonel 
Bugg received telegraphic com- 
munication from Chicago giving 
him official notice of the United 
States Railroad Labor board declin- 
ing to assume jurisdiction in the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad wage dispute at the pres- 
ent time. This message, signed by 
Cc. P,. Carrithers, secretary of the 
board, was as follows: 

In case of dispute between employees, and 
the Atianta, Birmingham and Atlantic rail- 
road, Docket 142. Board decides in view of 
the fact that the record clearly shows that 
no conference has been had between the par- 
ties with reference to the justness or rea- 
sonableness of the wages fixd by decision 
No. 2 of this board, the board does not 
deem it necessary to decide to what extent, 
if at all, a carrier’s financial condition is 
a factor in the determination of just and 
reasonable wages to be paid by such carrier. 
In the judgment of this board, the confer- 
efices heretofore held do not constitute @ 
coupliance with Section 801 of the transpor- 
tation act, for the reason that no conference 
has been had between the parties with ref- 
erence to the justnesgs and reasonableness 
of the present wages. 

It is the decision of this board that it is 
without jurisdiction to determine the pres- 
ent dispute until Section 301 has been com- 
plied with by conference of the parties, the 
subject matter of which conference shall be 
whether the present wages are just and rea- 
sonable, The board further decides that 
further consideration of this dispute be de- 
ferred until it shall be made to appear that 
the parties have conferred and disagreed 
on the question of whether present wages 
are just and reasonable, based on the rele- 
vant circumstances as required by the trans- 
portation act, 1920, or until parties have 
refused to enter into conference on the said 
uestion. Copies mailed you tonight by or- 
er of the board. 


Position of Employees. 


The position of the employees otf 
the railroad regarding the action ot 
the wage board was set forth by W., 
M. Martin, general chairman of the 
locomotive engineers for the A., B. 
& A., and chairman of the joint com- 
mittee of thirteen representatives of 
the unions, that appeared before the 
wage board. An interview from Mr, 
Martin was obtained at his home in 
Fitzgerald. 

His statement explains fully the 
position of the brotherhood men, and 
he refers to an interview given out 
by him upon his return from Chi- 
cago, when he was quoted as saying 
that the employees contended that 
arguments of the railroad officials 
regarding the financial condition of 
the road had no place before the 
wage board, but should properly be 
taken to the United States inter- 
state commerce commission. 

He further declared that 
railroads had received large  in- 
creases in both passenger and 
freight rates for the purpose of pay- 
ag the wages of their employees. 
“When the roads return this money, 
announce that they are ready to re- 
duce the increased rates, then the 
empleyees will be ready to listen to 
proposals regarding cuts in wages,” 
said Mr. Martin, “but until then we 
intend to hold carriers to their

Mr. Harding are expected by his 
closest associates to stand. 

Assignment of the navy portfolio 
to Mr. Denby, who is a Detroit 
lawyer, furnished the first real sur- 
prise of the cabinet situation, for 
his name had not been mentioned 
publicly in connection with the 
place until today.

Today Mr. Har- 
ding was in communication with 
some of the Michigan members of 
congress regarding the appointment 
and is understood to have se- 
cured their approval, 


Hoover Sterm Center. 


Ever since the early days of the 
campaign, Mr. Hoover’s name has 
been one of the storm centers of 
the cabinet list, many republicans 
urging his appointment as secre- 
tary of state, interior, cOmmerce or 
labor, and many opposing it because 
of hig decided stand in favor of the 
league of nations.

The first of the events on At- 
lanta’s card for 1921, appears to be 
the 100-mile southern championship, 
which will be run off:at Lakewood 
during the latter part of April. 
There will be other stunts on the 
bill to kill time, but the big noise 
will be the title spin, in which At- 
lanta is certain to have.a couple 
of entries. Glenn stated yesterday 
that he was out for a few additi>nal 
records this year, the Indian team 
to be completed by “Nemo” Lan- 
caster, who has been forging to the 
front in recent years.

Removal From Office of 

Candler, and Commis- 
sioners Who Voted for 
Gas Raise, Urged.

The Georgia Railway and Power 


company was called an “octopus,” 
the railroad commission was classi- 
fied as plutocratic, the raise in gas 
rates was condemned by resolution 
and acclamation, and municipal 
ownership of public utilities was in- 
dorse t an “indignation” meeting 

in the first ward Tuesday 
night. 

The chief speakers at the meeting- 
were W. M. Hairston, pr.sident of 
the Edgewood Progressive club and 
originator of the plan to hold the 
ward gatherings, and Dr. L. N. Huff, 
well-known local exponent of mu- 
nicipal ownership of utilities, Mr. 
Hairston bitterly excoriated’ the 
three railroad commissieners who 
voted for the raise in gas rates and 
Chairman C. Murphey Candler, who 
is said to have given his indorse- 
ment to an increase to a $1.80 net 
rate, in a letter to members of the 
commission. 

Dr. Huff presented. statistics con- 
cerning the rates charged for gas 
in other citieS of the United States, 
and said that the Georgia Railway 
and Power company is controlled 
by Randall Morgan and Lewis Lilly, 
Philadelphia business men, and the 
Old Colony Trust company, of Bos- 
ton, Mass. *At the conclusion of the 
meeting resolutions identical with 
those already adopted by the Edge- 
wood citizens were unanimously 
adopted by the small but enthusi- 
astic attendance on the Tuesday 
night session. 

The resolutions incorporate as 
their salient points the abolition of 
the railroad commission; municipal 
ownership of the gas plant; and the 
hremoval from office, either by the 
governor or the governor-elect, of 
the three commissioners who voted 
for the gas raise, and also the re- 
evel of Chairman C. Murphey Can- 

er. 

J. T. Dabney, a furniture dealer, 
in whose establishment the meeting 
as held, was the first speaker of the 
evening, and he made a scathing 
denunciation of both the gas and 
telephone service. 

“Some few Sundays ago,” he said, 
“I decided I would take a bath early 
in the morning. I turned on the 
gas heater, and while I was waiting 
for the water to heat some of my 
friends came in. I got to talking 
to them and talked for about eight 
hours. Suddenly I remeinbered the 
fact that the gas was on, and I 
rushed up to take what I thought 
would be a steam bath. The water 
wasn’t even lukewarm, but for all 
those hours. a combination weak 
with gas and strong wich hot-air 
had been registering in the meter.” 

Ernest Parham, a citizen of the 
first ward, spoke briefly to the 
gathering, as did ,.Dr. W. B. Duval, 
J. McMichael, who presided; Sim 
Dallas, former concuncilman from 
the seventh ward—all these speak- 
ers adding their indorsement to the 
ff~ht which has been begun against 
the gas company’s increase in rates. 

Mr. Dallas said that the fault was 
not so much with the railroad com- 

issioners as it was with the peo- 
Ple themselves, “who allowed them- 
selves to be hoodwinked into voting 
for the men who hold these respon- 
sible positions, simply because they 
do not take care to find out for 
whom they cast their ballots.” 

Mr. Harston urged everyone to at- 
tend the general mass meeting 
which has been called for 
March 10 at the Baptist Tabernacle, 
when it is intended by the gas com- 
pany’s opponents to offer a gener- 
al condemnation by Atlantans of 
the raise granted the gas com- 

Dr. Huff, in his talk, said that 
the fight would be won in Atlanta 


and that it would not stop in the 
city, that it would go throughout 
the state of Georgia unil the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company 
and all its subsidiaries had been de- 
stroyed so that they could no longer 
“prey upon the people.” 

The leaders in the “indignation” 
movement are planning community 
meetings nightly for the remainder 
of the week. A meeting of second 
ward citizens has been called for 8 
o’clock Wednesday night at the res- 
idence of George W. Cooper, at 83 
Windsor street. Representatives of 
other wards have been invited to 
attend. 

Announcement was made Tuesday 
that a series of cottage indignation 
meetings will be held for women. 
West End women will form an or- 
ganization in protest against the 
gas rates at a meeting Thursday 
night at the residence of Mrs. Banks 
Whiteman, of 210 Gordon street. A 
number of womer will address the 
gathering.

TPANESE SENTRY

Court-Martial Clears Sol- 

dier Who Shot Ameri- 
can Naval Officer in 
Vladivostok. 


Washington, February 22.—The 
Japanese government today _ in- 
formed the state department of the 
action it had taken in the case of 
Lieutenant W. Langdon, chief 
engineer of the American cruiser 
Albany, who was shot and killed 
January 8 by a Japanese sentry -in 
Viadivostok. . : 

The action of the Japanese gov- 
ernment, as stated in a note de- 
livered to the American. charge 
d’affaires,at Tokio, and by him 
cabled to the state department, in- 
cluded removal of Major General 
Nishihara, commander of the Viad- 
ivostok garrison, from his ,com- 
mand and also his demotion, and 
punishment of four other officers.
